The coat of arms is blazoned as 
follows: b 

Shield: Gules, a saltire gray fim- 
briated or, in chief a lion passant 
<uardant, in base a fleur de lis of 
the last. 

Crest: That for regiment of the 
Georgia National Guard: on a wreath 
of the colors (or and gules) a boar's 
head erased gules, in the mouth an 
oak branch. 

Motto: Nescit cedere (he knows no 
surrender). 

The shield is red for artillery. The 
lion and the fleur de lis denote serv- 
ice in the Revolutionary War and the 
World War, respectively, and the gray 


«altire (X cross) represents the Civil 


War service as Confederate troops. 
The 118th field artillery was or- 
ganized in 1777 as the Chatham coun- 
ty regiment, Georgia militia. About 
1800 it was redesignated Ist regiment, 
Ist brigade, 1st division. In 1786 a 
volnnteer : 0 
known as the Chatham artillery” ) 
was organized in the regiment. Other 
companies were organized and added 
between 1802 and 1856. The regi- 
ment had service in the war of 1812, 
but was not in combat.

BURNING BODY IN CAR 


MOBILE, Ala., June 20.—(/)—

Schroeder was arrested here by E. 
C. Dykes, a garage operator, who 
knew him and discovered the man 
hiding in a field. Dykes disguised 
himself and placed the fugitive under 
arrest and turned him over to county 
officers. When arrested Schroeder 
said that he had been in hiding in 
Mobile for five days, traveling from 
Indianapolis by train and buses. He 
had one copper cent and a knife in 
his possession.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 20. 
(P)—W. H. Dowling, former sheriff 
of Duval county, convicted a few days 
ago on charges of violating the pro- 
hibition laws, today drew a sentence 
of two years in the federal peniten- 
tiary. He was fined $20.

Sentence had been deferred pend- 
ing Judge Akerman’s ruling on a mo- 
tion for a new trial.
